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Alertness of Passenger
Can Aid Driving Safety

Automobile passenger are
not just “back seat drivers”
—they can be of help to the
driver, One important as-
sistance is to watch for signs
of drowsiness in the driver.
After all, the life the pas-
senger saves may well be
his own!

It's reasonable to assume
that any fatigue the passen-
ger feels is shared by the
driver. Officer Dan C. Rob-
erts of the Los Angeles Po-
lice Department tells of an
early morning freeway abut-
ment crash which killed
both driver and passenger.
Neither had been drinking.
But a truck driver who
passed only a split second
before the collision said
both were slumped over the
front seat, obviously asleep.

The ill-starred passenger
might have prevented the
tragedy by either conversing
with the driver, watching
for the rigidity or immobil-
ity which usually precedes
dozing, or perhaps by sug-
gesting that they pull com-
pletely off the road and take
a nap. A rider who notices
that the driver has fallen
asleep should avoid startling
him. *‘ He should be roused
gently,” says Dr. Slade F.
Hulbert, research psychol-
ogist in the Institute of
Transportation and Tralfic
Engineering at UCLA
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Passengers can reduce the
fatigue that accounts for so
many accidents by taking
their own turns at the
wheel, The passenger may
propose a stop for coffee or
a cola drink every two
hours, as the American Med-
ical Association recom-
mends. '

Can the passénger discour-
age the driver who has had
too much to drink? Both
Captain T. F. Janes in the
Accident Investigation Di-
vision of .the Los Angeles
Police Department and Dr.
Hulbert claim that one of
the most effective ways to
keep drunken drivers off the
streets is to refuse to ride

Police records reveal that
hundreds of accidents are
precipitated by crawling
children, rolling empty bot-
tles, cascading groceries,
and curtains of clothing that
obscure other traffic lanes.
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Possibly the most valu-
able assistance that a com-
panion can render to the
driver is to keep him from
dwelling on disturbing prob-
lems or situations. Traffie
officers report that many
reckless drivers who are ob-
viously deeply troubled
when apprehended explain
that they have just had a
fight with their sp or

trained to deal with road-
side mishaps say that if he
has parked his car careless-
ly in his haste to get to the
victume, or runs heedlessly
into the roadway, he has
only added to the danger.

An Unexpected Delight

“My husband,” one Thur-
ber woman says to another,
“went up to bed one night
and was never seen again.

Captions alone are not
enough; what you must have
in the late James Thurber's
comment on the human con-
dition are his people, which
Dorothy Parker once de,
seribed as having “the outer
semblance. of unbaked cook-
ies,”

The book I have appreci-
ated most since returning to
my desk from vacation. is

are out of the way the fa-
miliar Thurber takes over

In an introduction to this
book, Helen Thurber ex-
plains that most of these en-
tries were never published,
Friends dipped into their
private collections, “One in-
genious friend,” she writes,

The recently discovered

are on display are vintage
Thurber, There are portraits
and self-portraits, including
a pecord of Thurber's first
meeting with Carl Sandburg
at a Cleveland, Ohio dinner
(they both played guitars,
the drawing shows); his vis-
ual comment on Poe's “The
Raven” and Sir Waller
Seott's “Lochinvar:” a reec-
ord of some parties he at-
tended in the 19308 — one
where the Thurber male
asks the female: “Where did
you get those big brown
eyes and that tiny mind?"
And another, two Thurber
ladies observing a third,
kicking a derby hat out of
the arms of a Thurber male:
“She’s all 1 know about
Bryn Mawr, and all 1 need
to know."”

Mrs, Thurber tells us that
her husband never cared
much for the label “cartoon-
ist,” but was equally reluct-
ant about being called an
artist, “He had so much fun
drawing pictures,” she
notes, “that he never took
them seriously.” Well, his
fans take them seriously,

and ' the - .appearance of
“Thurber & Company” at
this point in history is an

unexpected delight,

plaintive remark during a
complicated City Planning
session in San Carlos, Calif:

Constitution required the
states to adopt this system.
The electoral college device
itself was a compromise be-
tween those who wanted the
President elected by direct,
popular vote, and those who
wished him elected by the
Congress. The Constitution
requires merely that the
electors will be chusen in
each state “in such manner
as the legislature thereof
may direct.”

Under the “winner take
all” system, which has pre-
vailed in all states since
1832, a Presidential candi-
date chosen by a majority
of voters in the entire coun-
try can lose to the candidate
preferred by a majority of
voters in the larger states,
This has actually happened
twice — in 1876 and 1888,

The last time the Court
ruled on the issue was in
1892 when it held that the
states were acting under a
power which ‘“cannot.- be
taken from them."

But in the matter of ap-

the Court held that the self-
same power could be taken
from the states, and pro-
ceeded to do so.
